Artemus Ward. 


THB LIFE OF THE GREAT HUMOK1ET. 


Eli Parkins in the Uommercial Adver- 


tiser tells tha etory of the late Artemua 
Ward's life. 


Obailea Farrar Browne, better known 


to the world us •'Artcmue Ward," was 
born at Waterford, Oxford oouuty, Maine, 
on the the twenty-sixth of April, 1834, 
aud died of consumption at Southampton, 
England, on Wednesday, tho sixth of 
March, 1867. 


His father, Levi Browne, was land 


surveyor and Jaatioe of the Peace. Htg 
mother, Caroline ^.E. Browne, in still 
living, and is B deboeudsnt from Paritfin 
Btook. 


Charlen was partially educated at the 


Westerford school, when family eiroum- 
itances induced his parents to apprentice 
him to learn the rudiments of printing in 
the oflioo of the Bkowhegau C'lurion, pub- 
lished some miles to the north oi bin na 
tive village. Here he passed through the 
dreadful ordeal to which a 
printer'n 


"devil" ia arenorallf subjected. He »1- 
wuytf kept hia temper; and hia cooontric 
boy jokeaare ovea now told by tbo stu- 
deuta of Skowhcgau. 


In the spring, after his fifteenth birth- 


day, Oharlee Browne bade farewell to the 
Skowhegan Clarion; and wo next hear of 
him in the offlos of the Carpet litig, edited 
by B. P. Shilleber ("Mrs. Turlington1') 
Loan, lank, but strangely appreciative, 
young Browne uae to "*et up" articles 
irom the pens of Charles G. Halpiue 
("Mile« O'Eailly") and John G.] Saxe, the 
poet. Here he wrote hia first oontribn- 
tion in a dieguised hand,slyly put it into 
the editorial box, and the next day dio- 
guised hia pleasure while setting it up 
himself. The article wan a description of 
s Fourth of July celebration in Skowhe- 
gan. 
The spectacle of the day was the re- 


presentation of the battle of Yorktown, 
with G. Washington aud General Horace 
Oornwaliu 
in character. 
The 
article 


pleased Mr. Sbilliber, and Mr. Browne, 
afterward speaking of it, said: "I went to 
the theatre that evening*, had a good time 
of it, and thought I was the greatest man 
in Boston." 


While engaged on the Uarpet Bag, the 


subject oi' our eketch closely studied tho 
theatre and courted the society of actors 
and aclrenpep. It was tn this way (hat he 
gamed that correct aud valuable knowledge 
of the texts and uharjutera of the drama, 
which enabled him in after years to bur- 


t[ue them to successfully. The humor- 


ous writings ot Seba Smith were his 
modelx, and the eublimo oddities of "John 
Phoenix" were his et-pecial udmiratiou. 


Boiug of a raving 'temper, Charles 


Browne soon left Boston, and, after travol- 
lug as a journeyman printer over much of 
New York and Massachusetts, he turned 
upon the town of Tiffin, Seneca county, 
Oaio, where he became reporter and com- 
positor at four dollars per week. 
After 


making many good friends among the 
oitizaus of Tiffin, by whom he is remem- 
bered as a patron of side shows and travel- 
ing oirouseH, our hero suddenly set out for 
Toledo, on the lake,|where he immediately 
made u reputation an a writer of sarcastic 
paragraphs iu the columns of the Toledo 
(Joini)wcial. 
He waged a vigorous news- 


paper war with the reporter of the Toledo 
Blade, but while the Blade indulged in 
violent 
viturperation, "Arteinua" was 


good naturtd and full of humor. 
His 


column soon gained a local fame and every- 
body read it. 
Hia fame even traveled 


away to Cleveland, where, in 1858, when 
Mr. Brownn was twenty-four years of ajje, 
Mr. J. W. Orny, of the Cleveland Plain- 
dealer, secured him as a local reporter, at 
a salary of twelve dollars per week. Hero 
hia reputation first began to assume a na- 
tional character, and it was here that they 
called him a "fool" when he mentioned the 
idea of taking the field as a lecturer. 
Speaking of this circumstance while trav- 
elintr down the Mississippi with the writer, 
in 3SG5, Mr. Browne musingly repeated 
thia colloquy: 


Wise man—"Ah ! yon poor fooluh girl 


—here ia a dollar for you." 


Foolish littla girl—"Thank you, sir; 


but I have a sister at home as foolish as I 
am ; can't you give me » dollar for her ?" 


Charles Browne was not successful as a 


news reporter, lacking enterprise and 
energy, but hia success lay in writing up 
in a burlefque manner well-known public 
affairs like prize fights, races, spiritual 
meetings and political gatherings. His 
department became wonderfully humor- 
ous, and was always a favorite with read- 
ers, whether there was any news in it or 
not. Sometimes he would have a whole 
column of lettera from young ladies in re< 
ply to a fancied matrimonial advertise- 
ment, and then he would have a column 
of answers tojgeneral correspondence like 
thi* : 


Veritas.—Many make the same error. 


Mr. Key, who wrote the "Star Spangled 
Banner," in not the author of "Hamlet," a 
tragedy. He wrote the banner buainpsp, 
nnd assisted in "The Female Pir.-'te," but 
did not write "Hamlet" "Hamlet" wai 
written by a talented but unscrupulous 
man named Maobeth, afterwards tried and 
expouted for "murdering sleep." 


Young Clergyman—Two pints of rum, 


two quarts of hot water, tea-cup of sugar, 
and a lemon ; grate in nutmeg, stir tkor 
onghly, and drink while hot. 


It was duting his engagement on the 


Plmndealer that ho wrote, dating from In 
diana, his first communication—the first 
published letter following this sketoti, 
signed "Artemns Ward," a sobriquet 
purely incidental, but borne with the "u1 
changed to an "a" by an American revo- 
lutionary general. It was here that Mr. 
Browne first became, in words, the posses- 
sor of a moral show, " consisting of three 
moral barett, a kangcroo, (a amoozing little 
rascal, 'twould make you larf yourself to 
death to see the little kuss jump and 
pqueal,} wnx riggers of G. Washington, 
&o., «£o. Hundreds of newspapers copied 
this letter, und Charles Browne awoko one 
morning tn fiad bimbolf famous. 


In the Plmndealer office, his companion, 


George Hoyt writes: "His desk was a 
rickety table which had been whit'lod and 
gashed until it looked aa if it had been the 
viutim of lightning. 
His obair wau a fit 


companion thereto—a wabbliup, ung'eatly 
affair, sometimes with four, tind sometimes 
with three legi*. .But Browne eaw neither 
the ttibla nor tho chair, nor any person 
who might be near, nothing in f/icf, bat 
tho uiuuy pictures whiuh wero t u tuUing 
out of I s i B brain. When writiDg, hi-- yt ,unL 
form looked ridiculous enouyh. O to leg 
hung over the arm of his chair like i: great 
hook, while ho would write away, tome- 
times laughing to himself, and thon ship- 
ping the table in the excess of his mirth. 


While in the officu of the P^aindealer, 


Mr. Browne first conceived the idea of be- 
coming a lecturer. In attending the vari- 
ous minstrel shows »nd circuses which 
came to the city,. he would frequently 
hotir repeated 
some otory cf hm owu 


which the audierco would recnive with 
hilarity. His beat witticismi oimo back 
to him from the iipn of another who made 
a living by quoting a stolen j-t,t. Then 
tbo thought oamo to him to enter the 
lectura field himeolf, and become the ut- 
terer of hia own witticisms—the mouth- 
piece of hn own jests, 


On tho 10th of Novembar, 1800, Charles 


Browne, whose fame, traveling in his let- 
lers from Boston to San Francisco, had 
cow become national, grasped the hands 
of bis hundreds of New York admirers. 
Cleveland had throned him the monarch 
of mirth?, and a thousand hearts paid him 
tributes of adulation as ho closed his 
connection with the Clevelemd profs. 


Arriving at tho Empire City, 
Mr 


Browne soon opened an engagement with 
Vanity Fair, a hnmorona piper after the 
manner of the London Punch, and ere 
long he succeeded Mr. Charles G. Laland 
as editor. Mr. Ooarlen Dawson Shanly 
says: " After Artemns Ward became sole 
editor, a position which he held for a brief 
period, many of his b^fit contribution!) 
were given to the public; aud, whatever 
there was of merit in the column* of 
Vanity fair from the time he amnmed 
the editorial charge, emanated from bis 


pen." 
Mr. Browns hinuelf wrote to & 


friend : Comic copy is what they wanted 
for Vanity Fair. I wrote some and it 
killed it. The poor paper got to be a 
conundrum, and so I gave it up." 


The idea of entering the field as a lec- 


turer now seizod Mr. Browne stronger 
than ever. Tired of the pen, he resolved 
on trying the platform. His 
Bohemian 


friends agreed that hii fame and fortune 
would be made before intelligent au- 
diences. He resolved to try it. 
"What 


shall be the snbjtot of my Ucturs? How 
shall I treat the tubjeoir"' These ques- 
tions caused Mr. Browne grave specula- 
tions. Among other «ohsznei he thought 
of a string of jeits combined with a string 
of satire, the whole being unconnected—a 
burleique upon a Itotnre. The subject— 
that was n hard question. 
First he 


thought of calling it "My sevsn grand- 
mothers," but he finally adopted the name 
of "Babes in the Woods," and with this 
subject Cb»rl«s Browne was introduced to 
a metropolitan audience, on the evening 
of September 23, 1801. 
The place wa. 


Clinton Hall, which stood on the sido of 
tho old Astor Placo Opera House, whore 
years ago occurred the Macreadr riot, and 
whero now is the Mercantile Library. 
Previous to this introduction, Mr. Frank 
Wood accompanied him to the suburban 
town of Korwiob, Conncotiout, whero ho 
first delivered hia lecture and watched 
the result. Tho audience were delighted, 
and Mr. Browne received an ovation. 
Previous to his Clinton Hall appearaice 
the city waa flooded with lunny placards, 
reading:

Owing to a great storm, only a small 


audience braved the element?, and the 
Clinton Hull lecture waa not a finan- 
cial success. It consisted of a wandering 
batch of oomioaltieB, touching upon every- 
thing except "The Babes." Indeed it was 
better described by the lecturer in Lon- 
don, when he said, ',One of the features 
of my entertainment is, that it contains 
so many things that don't have anything 
to do with it." 


Ia the middle of bin lecture, the cpeak- 


er would hesitate, stop, and say: "Owing 
to a slight indisposition we will now have 
an intermission of fifteen minutes." The 
audience looked iu utter dismay at tho 
idea of staring at vacancy for a quarter 
of an hour, when, rubbing his hands, the 
lecturer would continue: "But, all—dur- 
iug tho intermission I will go on with my 
lecturs!'* 


Mr. Browne's first volume, entitled 


"Artcmus Ward; His Book," was pub- 
lished m New York, May 17, 1802. The 
volume was everywhere bailed with en- 
thusiasm, and over forty thousand copies 
aold. Groat success aleo attended the sale 
of hia three otbor volume! published 
in 


180D, 1807 and I860. 


Mr. Browne's next lecture was entitled 


"Sixty Minuten in Africa," and was deliv- 
ered in Musical Fund Hall, Philadelphia. 
Bcbind him hung a large map of Africa, 
"which region," said Artemus, "abounds 
in various natural productions, such as 
reptiles aud flowers. In the middle of the 
continent is what is called a "howling 
wilderness," but, for my own part, I have 
never heard it howl, nor met with any one 
who has." 


After Mr. Browue had created immense 


enthusiasm for his lectures and books iu 
tho E intern States, which filled his pockets 
with a handsome exchequer, he started, 
October 3, 1803, for Calitornia, u faithful 
account ot which trip ia given by himself 
iu his book. 
Previous to starting he re- 


ceived a telegram from Thomas Maguire, 
of the San Francisco opera-house, inquir- 
ing "what ho would take for forty nights 
in California." 
Mr. Browne immediately 


telegraphed back— 


"Brandy aud water. 


"A. WABD." 


and though Maguire was sorely puzzled 
at the contents of the dispatch, tho press 
got hold of it, and it went through Cali- 
fornia as a capital joke. 


Mr. Browno first lectured iu San Fran- 


oisoo on "The Bibes ic the Woodn," No- 
vember 13, 1803, at Pratt'e Holl. T. Starr 
Xing took a deep interest in him, occupy- 
ing tbe rostrum, and the general reception 
in San Francisco was warm. 


Returning overland, through Salt Luke 


to the States, in the fall of 1804, Mr. 
Browne lectured again in New York, this 
time on the "Mormons," to immense au- 
dience?, and iu tlio cpriof of 1885 he com- 
menced his tour through the country, 
everywhere drawing enthusiastic audien- 
ce* both north and south. 


It was while on this tour that the writer 


of this pketch again spent some time with 
him. We met at Memphis and traveled 
down tbo Mississippi together. At Lake 
Providence tbe Indiana rounded up to our 
landing, and Mr. Browne accompanied 
tho writer to hit plantation, whsre be 
spent several day*, mingling in seeming 
infinite delight with the negroes. 
For 


them he showed great fondness, and they 
used to stand around him in crowds lis- 
tening to hia seemingly serious advice. 
We could not prevail upon him to hunt 
or join in any of the equestrian amuse- 
ments with the neighboring planters, but 
u quiet fascination drew him to the ne- 
groes. Strolling through the "quarters," 
his gr&ve words too deep with humor for 
darkey comprehension, gained their entire 
confidence. 


One day he called up Uncle Jeff., an 


TJnole-Tom-like patriarch, and commenced 
in the usual vein: 


'Now, Uncle Jeff jraon," he said, "why 


do you thus pur«uo the habits of industry? 
This course of lifn is wrong—all wroBff— 
all a base habit, Uncle Jefferson. 
Now 


try and break it off. 
Look at me, look at 


Mr. Landoo, the chivalric, yonugftouthorn 
pianist from New York, he toils not, nei- 
ther does he spiv, he pursues u career of 
contented idleness. 
If you only thought 


so, Jiffsrson, you could live for monthn 
without performing any kind of labor, and 
at tho expiration of that time feel fresh 
and vigorous enough to commence it again. 
Idleness refreshes the physical organiza- 
tion—it is a Hweet boon ! 
Htriko at tho 


roots of tho destroying liabit to-day, Jef- 
ferson. 
It, tires you oul; resolve to be idle; 


110 one should labor; ho (should hire other* 
to do it for him;" and then he would fix 
his mournful eyes on Jeff nnd bend him a 
dollar, wbilo tbo eyes of the wnnder-itrujk 
darkey would fja^o in admiration upon the 
good and witio originator of the only the- 
ory which the darkey's mind could appre- 
ciate. 


Aa Jeff, wont away to tell the wonder- 


ful story to his companions, and backed it 
with the dollar HS material proof, Artemua 
would cover his eye», and bond forward on 
his elbows in a chuckling laugh. 


"Among the Mormou»" was delivered 


through tho States, everywhere drawing 
immerjan crowds 
Hia manner ok' deliv* 


ering his discourse was grotetquo nnd 
nomical beyond description. Hn quaint 
and sad style contributed more than any- 
thing else to render his entertainment ex- 
quisitely fnnny. 
Tbe program/no was 


exceedingly droll, and the tickets of ad- 
mission presented the most ludicrous of 
ideas. The writer presents a fas-simile of 
em admission ticket whioh wss presented 
to him in Natchm by Mr Browne:

Mr. Browne sailed lor England aoou 


after, taking with him hia pinorama. The 
euoceis that awaited him could scarcely 
haTe been anticipated by hi* most inti- 
mate frieuda. Scholars, wit?, poets, and 
novelists oame to him with extended 
h nip, and bin at«y in Ir nlou wei one 
ovation to the genius of American wit. 
Charles Reade, the novelist, wan bii warm 
friend aud uutbuaiaslio admirer; and Mr. 
Andrew Hadley introduced him to the 
"Literary Club," where he became a 
great favorite. Mark L'rnou oame to him 
and naked him to become a contributor to 
2'itncft, which he did. His Punch lettera 
were more 
remarked '-in literary cir- 


cles than any other 
current matter. 


There was hardly a club meeting or din- 
ner at which they were not dldeuueed. 
"There was something ao grotesque in the 
idea," paid a correspondent, "of thia ruth-

The publishers of Punch posted up his 
nnui-j in l»rge letters over their shop in 
Fleet street find Artcmue delighted to 
point it out to hia friends. About thia 
time Mr. Browne wrote to his friend Jack 
Rider, of Cleveland: 
"This is the proudest moment of my 


life. To have been as will appreciated 
here as at home; to have written for the 
oldest oomic journal in the English lan- 
guage, received mention with Hood, with 
Jerrold and Hook, and to have my picture 
and mv pseudonym as common in London 
aa in New York, ia enough f jr 


"Yours truly, 
A. WARD." 


England was tborounhly aroused to the 


merits of Artemus Ward, before he com- 
menced his lectures at Egyptian Hall; and 
when, in November, he finally appeared, 
immense crowds were compelled to turn 
away. At every lecture hia fame increas- 
ed, and when sickness brought hia brilliant 
encce&a to all end, a nation mourned bia 
retirement. 


On the evening of Friday, the seventh 


week of his engagement at Egyptian Hal!, 
Artemus became seriously ill, au apology 
was mado to a disappointed audience, and 
from that time the light of one of the 
greatest wits of the century commenced 
fading into darknens. The Press mourned 
hia retirement, and a funeral pall fell over 
London. 
The 
laughing, 
applauding 


crowd*1, were soon to see his consumptive 
form moving towards its narrow resting- 
place in the cemetery at K>nanl Green. 


By medical advice Charles Browne went 


for a short time to the Island of Jersey, 
but the breezes of Jersey wero powerlecs. 
Ho wrote to London to his nearest and 
dearest friend*—the members of a literary 
club of which he waa a member—to com- 
plain that his "loneliness wcighod on 
him." 
He was brought back, but could 


not sustain the journey further than 
Southampton. There the members of tha 
club traveled from London to BOO him— 
two at a time—that be might be less 
lonely. 


His r«mains were foliowcd to the grave 


from the rooms of his friend Arthur 
Skotchley, by a larno number of friends 
and admirer?, the literati and press of 
London paying the last taibute of respect 
to their dead brother. The funpral ser- 
vices wore rond noted by Eav. M. D. Con- 
wny, formerly of Cincinnati, and the 
coflin waa temporarily placed in u vault, 
from which it waa removed by his Ameri' 
can friends, and bin body now sleeps by 
the side of his father, Levi Browne, in 
the quiet cemetery at Waterford, Maine. 
Upon tha coffin is the simple innoription:

lave voted for the director whose place is 
io be filled " And that "whenever a voter 
shall intend to give more votes than one 
to anv "»ndidate for director, he shall ex- 


ss his e.'tention distinctly and clearly 


upon the fact of his ballot, otherwise, but 
one vote shall be oouated and allowed to 
such candidate; but any ballot which shall 
contain or express 8, greater number of 
votes than the whole nnmber to which 
the voter shall be entitled shall be re- 
jected "

bly iJj,-~ "It la evident that the effect of 
this bill, in the present condition of politi-
